But 
then hereupon ariſeth another que ſtion, as namely,whether J- 
mnges and pictures in Churches may not be had though wee 
put no religion in them. Mhereunto we may anſwers that 
bowſoener it be folierable in ſome mens opinions, and a thing 
indifferent to haue ſome ſozt of pictures in the Church foz 
a tiuill vſe, as either fo: ſtoʒꝝ and remembꝛante ſake, oꝛ foz oz- 
nament and beaufy of that place, and map ſeeme to be warran- 
ted by the act of Ioſua, who ſet a ſtone in the Sanctuary of 
. God, and by the derde Salomon, who had the pictures of di- 
uerle things in the temple, and of the Cherubins in the holieſt 
place of all, yet cerfainly in this matter, if is not ſo good to looks 
what may be done, as what is conuenient to be done. Foz iłin 
any thing, ſurely in this it is true, ſome thing is in ſome ſozt 
lawfull, which is not erpedient. Images in Churches we well 
know, haue not euer beene bſed, howſvener Rome doeth vrge 
the matter, but then began, when as the Idols of the Gentiles 
being deffroyed and peace reſtozed to the Churches vnder Con- 
ſtantine, they vſed with great affection and refozt in certaine 
places and times to ſolemniſe the memoꝛie cf ſuch godly Mar-

6 
gentum aut ſimiles ſtatuarum materias Deos eſſe, ſed quod per ea dij 
anuiſibiſes honorentur: that is They worſhipped images, not for that 
they thought, braſſe, golde, filuer, orſuchthingesto be God, but 
becauſe bythoſe things the inviſible Godes were worthipped. 
Secondly, if wee lok to the ſcripture, we reade a complaint iud. 211. 
in the bookeof Iudges, foz that the people left the God of Iſraell 
and ſerued Baalim , and what J p2ay vou was that ? Did ther 
think tbat tmage to be God? No ſaieth the Pzophet Oſce, Th 
haue called mee Baalim, meaning God, that is, they thought Ofce.2. 16. 
that woꝛſhip which they did to Baalim, was done to G D vn- 
der tbe image, and by the image, and vet ſaieth the wozd, They Iud.zcr.

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ceaſe vpon his olſpꝛing and poſteritie: 

Laſt of all, it is verie woꝛthie obſeruation, how that ſpea- 
king here of his Csmmaundements, he placech loue betoze it, 
ſaying be will ſhew kindneffe to thouſands of them that loue 
him, and keepe his Commandements. As though he wouldhaue 
vs knowe that theſe two cannot be ſeparated, but wheſoe⸗ 
ver frameth himſelfe to obey the Loꝛd, he muſt nerds lone him 
befoze, fo2 out of that, as out of his fountaine and pꝛoper head. 
floweth the other, not accepted elle no liked if it do not, and 
contrariwiſe if wer do loue the Loꝛd in deede, in tructh, in ve- 
ritie, then will wee keepe His Commaundements, marke it, His 
Commaundements, be& doth not ſay then will wee deniſe this 
thing, and that thing, with twentie things moe of a good mind 
and meaning to pleaſe God withall , but wee will then kepe 
His commandements,that is, we wil then ſ&ke and ſearch, wer 
will then reade and heare euer p man, wee will endeuout to bee 
inſtructed what God in his Moꝛd bath pzeſcribed vs to doe and 
we will kerpe His Commandements. Now then once again, e- 
nen as the blond of Jeſus Chꝛiſt is deare vnto vs, let our Bꝛe 
tdꝛen ol the Church of Rome, ( foz ſo wee yet call them in hope 
of amendement ) loke and marke what lone of God is in them. 
Biere is a note, and elſe often repeated in the ſcripture toknow 
their loue by. Alas they deuiſe la wes, waies, and meanes,ene- 
ry day to ſer ue Cod withall ot their obne heades, but his pꝛe⸗ 
ſcribed rule in his wozd they vtterly contemne + neglect. Now 
where true loue of God is, out ol it flowetha burning conſtant 
care to keepe His Commaundementes , not our owne. They 
kepe their owne g with fire and faggot doe reuenge the beach 
of them, but the Lozds woꝛde not ſo, with abſtapning from 
this meate and that meate , this day and that day, with lingle 
life, though moſt tmpure, with pꝛaiers in an vnknown tongue, 
and thus often repeated ouer andoner,with croſſings, and cree- 
pings, paxes, and Beades, Yolie Mater and Creame , Aſhes 
and pittle. with a thouſand ſuch things baue they deuiled fo 
wozlhip the Lozd, and who ſo bzeaketh theſe, an Yeretike bee 
is, arunneway from the Church, cite him and ſummon him, 
excommunicate bim and impziſon him , burne him and hang 
bim, yea away with ſuch a one ,foz be is not woztby to line 
bpontheearth. But if he ——— the name ofthe — 5 4 
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bozrible ſwearing, if he off:nd molt grieuouſly in pꝛide, in 
Read che Lord Wꝛath, in gluttome , and conetouſneſſe, if he bee a dꝛunken 
Cobhams laſt àleſtake, a ticktack tauerner, kepe a mhoꝛe oꝛ two in hisown 
examination houſe, and moe abꝛo ade at boꝛd with other men, with a num- 
inthe begin- her (ach like græuaus offences, what doe they? Cpther be is 
nugotit. not puniched at all, and moſt commonly ſo, 02 it be be, it is a 
little pen ante of their owne inuentiag by belly o2 purſe, oz to 
ſay a certain; of p2ayers , to viſite ſuch an image in pi. 
grimage, tc. 3 

But all this deſerueth nepther fire no fagot. B not this 
fo; that man of ſinne to exalt himſelfe againſt all that is called 
God, oꝛ that is woz Hipped? Can it be denped but that he that 
puniſheth the bzcach of his owne lawes aboue the bꝛeach of 
Gods lawes , in that pzefecrety hiaſelfe befoze God? Surely 
it cannot , it is too platae, and therefoze once againe remem- 
ber, that the laue of Ood in man oꝛ woman dꝛaweth them to 
the keeping of His Commaundements ſet downe in the word, 
and not of their owne conſtitutions deuiſed by theinlelues. And 

thus much in bꝛiefe of this Commaundement. 


The examination of the Conſcience, 


OW, if I wouldfruitfully meditate and thinke of 
chis commaundement ſecretly , and ſhortly with 
RJ A 8 my ſelfe, as I did of the former, then conſider I, 
d'4 hat as in the other, fo in this alſo , little is ſaid, and 
2 much is meant, part is put for the whole, and in the 

negatiue the affirmatiue is imployed. Therefore thus doe I take 

the Commaundement , as if it were ſaid, thou ſhalt not worſhip | 

me with any carnall, earthlie, ſuperſtitious or outward deuiſed wol- 
thip by thy ſelfe, and namely not by Images, but in heart, in ſpirit, 
in trueth, as is commaunded in my word. Which when [know 
if I woulG at any time rip vp this heart of mine, and diſcloſe vnto 
my ſelfe my ſeeret guilt and ſinne heerein againſt my God, 
and carefully conſider, and as I can in minde behold, ho I haue 
euer ſeruedthe Lord, or thought in iudgement that he might 
be ſerued. And peraduenture Lfinde that liuing in the dai es of 
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ſuperſtition and blindneſſe, ignorant of GOD and his trueth, 
for feare and weakeneſſe with others, I haue bowed my knee 
to Baall, worſhipped ſtockes and ſtones, or as! thought God 
in them, and euen beene polluted with groſſe and grieuous ido- 
latrie. For which if it fo haue beene, what can Hay? Shall ig- 
norance excuſe mee? Did [labour then and euer by all meanes 
poſſible to attaine to knowledge? Or liued I rather careleſly as 
others. did, thinking it good that manie followed, and hauing 
or ſeeking no better ground of my conſcience, than the prac- 
tiſe of my forefathers, kinges and gouernours ? If of this latter 
my heart condemne inee, howe ſhoulde my ignorance excuſe me, 
ſince it was ſo plainely wilfull? Shall good intent or my good 
meaning ſtand for warrant before GOD? Ah howe ſhall hee 
that gaue me in charge expreſlic , chat I ſhoulde not doe what 
ſcemeth good to mine owne eyes, but what he commaunded, 
accept tor excuſe my wilfull and ſtubborne diſobedience ? Ney- 
ther ignorance therefore nor intent may warrant fo witleſſe wal- 
king before the Lord, but onely pardon in Chriſt Ieſus my Sa- 
uiour . But if eyther age, which then was yoonge, or other 
prouidcnce of the Lord haue freed me alwaies from ſo groſſe i- 
dolatrie, yet ſecke I further whether with any be thing 
elſe e not warranted by the worde, 1 haue thought 
or ſought to ſerue and pleaſe the Lorde, beeing by reaſon ther- 
of, brought aſleepe with an imagination of my well dooing. 
and ſo careleſſe Ee or practiſe the dueties of the worde. If 
I haue, this alſo knowe | to bee a breach of this commaunde- 
ment. Then from thinges not warranted , I came to thinges 
commaunded, as the hearing of the worde, prayer, conference 
profitable with my brethren , and ſuch like : more thatif in 
theſe by the Lorde ordayned, as thinges wherewith hee is ho- 
noured and plcaſed, Ihaue otherwite vſed my ſelfe, then 1 
ſhoulde, in ſteade of performing the Lordes appoyntment , I 
haue brought before bim mine owne inuention, walking vn- 
wittinglie in mine owne waies , aud fearefullie broken this 
precept of my GO D. Which when I conſider, I neede 
no further ſhe we of gricuous guilte to caſt me downe from 
height of all ſuppoſed ſoundneſſe in this lawe. Mine eies 
doe ſee, my heart acknowledgeth , my conſcience cryeth, 
my ſinne is great. Stand O ſoule before the Lord, the iuſt and

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52 , Queſtionsand Anſwers 2.{ommand, 
vpright Tudge, whoſe pearcing eyes diſcouereth all thy waies,ſet 
thy ſelte now in his ſight , while mercy may be had, whoſe voyce 
ſhall ſound thy laſting woe, if fight of ſinne procure not true re- 
morſe. And ay now ſoule before the Iudge of trueth , haſt thou al. 
waies vied as he hath willed thee, the hearing of the worde! 
Did neuer deſire of worldlie praiſe prouoke thee to this ſer- 
uice '?? Neuer diddeſt thouthinke to ſay ſuch I ſee, and againe 
of them bee noted if I goe ? Did neuer feare of worſe opinion 
to be bred of thec in worldly ſtates by thy abſence , drawe thee 
out? No fleſhly thoughtor earthlie liking of the ſpeaker hath 
there beene within thee to pricke thee to his hearing? Hath pain- 
ted pride and newe or ſtrange attire neuer ſaid _— thee, to 
day goc hearethe Sermon ? Lie thou maiſtnot, the Lord beeing 
hor dg cleare thy ſelfe thou canſt not, O my ſoule thy ſelfe beeing 
iudge. Therefore that which the Lorde appointeth as a ſeruice to 
himſelfe, and for our endleſſe comfort, by this corruption becom- 
meth aſernice of thine owne , and to thy iuſt damnation. For to 
heare the Lord biddeth, but not for the. endes. Thus ſeruing the 
Lord in a thing commaunded, not as he commaundeth, I ſerue 
him with mine owne inuention, and guiltie moſt grieuouſſy l am 
before him. O that I were any better in the duety of praier. Am I 
neuer negligent, cold, and frozen ? Burneth the fire with my 
tongue? Shaketh my fleſh with the vehemency of my ſpirit?

And 
 moze neeregoe other places, when it is (aid, Thou ſhalt obſerue

and doo all thinges &c. Chat is, thou ſhalt bend all thy theughf 
and care vpon this, how thou mapeſt keepe my lawes and ffa- 


tutes. Whereby wee tirſt ſee excluded all fayned andcareleſſs 


walking inthe waies of the Lozd, and that the Lo2d regardeth 


 bimthat trembleth at his wozds. Secondly, we ſee by it not only 


Atheiſtes, but enen euerie one that is not touched with a great 


delire by their good life to glozifie Ood, to be guilty of this law. 


And thereſoze wee may heercbyceaſe to maruell at the afflici-

Wirſontide oz Pentecoſt, in remembz;ance ofthe law that was 
ginen 50. daies after their veparture out cf Egypt, And the 
feaſt of gathering fruites in the end of the ycare, wien ttey 
had cleanſed the fieldes. This was the feaſt of Tabernatles, 
putting them in minde that 40. yearss they dwelled in Tents 
and Tabernacles in the wilder neſſe. Beſides theſe they had

Then reckoned they ſeauen times ſeauen peares, which, was 
49. and the fiftieth ycare was their Iubile. They had alſo their 


great Sabaoth as when the Paſſouer fell on the Sabaoth dap, 
as it did when Chꝛiſt ſuffered. Foz it is there ſaid that that @a- 
baoth was a great day. But paſſing ouer theſe thus named by 
the way, this commaundemont occaſioncth vs to thinke one- 
lyof the Sabaoty of daies, and to conſider therein what re- 


maineth and what is taken away, There marke fir that 
both in the Sabaoth and other feaſts, thep were pꝛetiſelp tied 
to certaine circumſtances of time, as what dap in whab moneth, 


bow many dates together, when begun, when ended, what 


feaſtes onely at Hicruſa'em, what elſe where, with what rites 


and oꝛders, and ſo foozth . And foz this ſabaoth of daies that 
this commaundement fpeaketh of, ſo pꝛeciſe reſt was required 
in it, that further than a Sabaoth dates iournep, they might 
not trauell in it, they might not bake, noꝛ ſeeth any meat, no 
ſa much as gather an ũ ickes to doe it withall. Now conferre 
and lap vnts theſe places thus ffriely tying them the wozdes 
of Paule to the Galathians , Ye obſerue daies and moneths and 
times and yeares. Dates as the Dabaoth, new ones, ec. Po- 
neths as the 1.andthe 7. Times as eaſter, Ait ſontide, Taber- 
nacles, tc. Peares as the 7. and the 50. t. Aich beggerly ru- 
diments are moſt pernitious to them which haue receiued the 
ſ werte libertie ef the Ooſpell, tbꝛulling them backe vnto ſuper⸗ 
fitions bondage againe. 1am afraid of you, ſaith Paule, &c. 
Whereſoze if wee marke this conference of ſcriptures and 
tunes, wecuidently ſee the caſe ſtandeth not now vnder the 
Goſpell touching this Dabaoth, as then it did. Parke againe 
the ſame an to the Coloſſians. Let no man ( laith yu 
| _ 
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iudge you in meate or drinke,or in reſpect of an holy day, or of the 
new Moone, or of the Sabaoth daies which are but ſhadowes of 
thinges to come, but the bodie is in Chriſt, Therefoze pou ſce a 
charge. Adde heereunto and marke the pꝛadiſe of Chziſt, who 
indede not refuſing all vſe of their Sabaoth and feafes;at the 
Arſt dis both himſelſe teach and be pꝛeſent at other exerciſes in 
the ſame.

and whatſoeuer then was but ceremoniall, that is nowe by 
Chꝛiſt taken away, and we freed from it. As foz example, to 
haue one day in the ſeauen to ſerue the Lozb generally in, that 
was moꝛall and remayneth ſtill, binding vs vnto it, as alſo to 
reit that day from all labours, letting the courſe of pietie and 
ſancification that that day ought to be kept. But to haue p2c- 
ciſely the ſaturday, and to reſt ſo Fraightiy from all labour as 
they did, that was but ceremontall and a ſhadowe, and there - 
foꝛe now ab2ogatedby the comming of the bodie Chaiſe.

Anſ\, Trueth it is, and fo2 that matter marke and conſider 
in the Scriptures, that as Chꝛiſt in his time, do after him his 
Diſciples in their time did beare a wdile with the infirmity of 
the Jewesand taught on the Sabaoth, and Paule haſted to le- 
ruſalem againſt the feaſt of Pentecoſt, pet ſo, that euer fill 
they inſinuated a freedome by Chzift, and therefoze dailie alſo 
met, c.

Firlt it is ſaide in the Actes that 
The Diſciples beeing come together the firſt day of the weeke to 
breake bread , Paule preached, &c. Now, the firſt day of the 

In. weeke with the lewes was Sunday. immediatly folowing their 
1 Sabaoth, wherein they vſed not to receiue the Sacramentes 
1 | and heare the woꝛde pꝛeached oꝛdinariip, vet beere we ſee the 
il. | Diſciples did, and not on the Sabaoth, which was but the 
Wl | day befoze : therefoze you ſee a change offhe day cuen by the 
diſciples. Againe, to the Corinthians Paule tommaundeth that

I! mentes ol them that haue noted theſe places, the Hiſtoꝛical te- 
rue lib. 4 u imonie of thoſe daies, and ſince will pꝛeuaile. Foz in Euſebius 
Ci r.23. wee reade it, the witneſſe of Dionyſus the Corinthian, that in 
EF Lib. deidolc- thofe datcs they telcbꝛated fo; holie the Loꝛdes day. Tertulian 
_ naming the ſole mnittes ofthe Ch2iftians,beginneth firſt with 
polls . the Loꝛdes dap, which they cclebzatcd, and ſheweth their er- 
kertiſes. Iuſtinus Martyr nameth the ſame day and ſheweth the 
wozkes. Ignatius againſt ſome that being Ch2iftians woulde 

retaine the Jewiſh Sabaoth, ſaith in plaine tearmes. Wee 

celebrate no longer the Jewiih Sabaoth, but cuery one that lo- 

ucth Chaiſt , keepeth now holie the Loꝛdes day being hono⸗ 

red with his retarredion. The like witneſleth Auguſtine, Cyril, 

and euen all antiquitie. And therelsze though we ſee not the

verie time definitely named when thts Sabaoth was chaun- 


ged, yet we ſee it was by the Apoſtles in their times, and ther- 
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foze hath credife enongh. | 
ow the hsly Church of Rome that would by this alteration 
made by this P2imitiae and pure Church chalenge authozity : 


liberty fo chaunge and doe what they liſt, ſurely we mult denie 
their conſequence fill ſac time as they bzede in vs by good 


pꝛoofe that credit of their ſpirit that we haue, and ought to haue 
ol the Apoſtles that made this alteration of the Sabaoth from 
Saturday to Sunday. ks: 

Queſt. This ſatisfieth mee for my part touching the alteratioa 


of that which was but Ceremoniall in this commandement, name- 


ly, the day and the preciſe reſt in it, neither can it be otherwiſe 
the abſurd for any falſe Church, onely vnder a title and an vſur- 
ped name of a Church to challenge authoritie to doe matters both 
contrarie to pietie and comelineſſe, becauſe the true Church of 
GOD hath done what was molt agreeable to them both. But now 
as ſee the bond vnto any particular day onely, and to ſuch ſtrict 
reſt in the ſame as the ewes obſerued, is taken away by Chriſt: ſo 
yet ſee I whatis morall remaineth, 1 a day in ſeauen, and a 


certaine reſt in the ſame, Wherefore I deſire aſwell to knowe the 


reaſon of the remaining of the one, as I haue the cauſe of the abro- 

ation of the other: and therefore firſt I pray you why haue wee 
Nil yet a Sabaoth, and ſhall haue till the ende of the worlde : and 
ſecondlie hat reſt and exerciſes are therein required? 

Ani. Theendesofther2mayning of a Sabaoth pet fill in 
the Church of Bod, are chiellg thee. Firſt, that we might 
haue akinde of reſemblance and fozme of eternall reſt from 
ſinne in the kingdome of God. Secondly, that by this meanes 
ſernants and cattell might be pꝛouided foz againſt the cruell 


gredineſſe and vnſatiable conetouſneſſe of ſome maſters and 


owners. And laſtly , Eccleſi aſticall diſcipline and ſome eſtate 
ofa Chꝛiſtian common wealth in perfoꝛming fo the Loꝛd ioint⸗ 
ly tegether demaunded dueties, might this way be eſtabliſhed. 
Queſt. Of euerie one of theſe I pray be for more 
plaineneſſe, and firſt, what is that ſpirituall reſt and ſanctifying of 
the Sabaoth which layeth before vs a reſemblance of eternal 
reſt? 1 
Anſ. That is when reſting f:rom wozlbly buſineſſe, and 
from our owne wozkes andſtudies , wee peelde our ſelues 
wholly to Gods gouernance, that bee may doe his wozke in 


vs,

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vs, and when ( as the Scripture tearmeth it) wee crucifie our 
fleſh, wee bzidle the froward deſires and motions of the hearf,

molt aptly expꝛeſſe a figure and likeneſſe of the efernall and 
molt bclie reſt which wee (hall foz euer eniop in heauen. Pet 
euer muſt wee know that theſe thinges are not to bee done one- | 
ly onthe Dabaoth, but euen all our life long, eueryday of ene- 


rie pꝛiuate man, and this one day is appointed chiefly aboug 


the reſt, foʒ our negligence and weakneſle ſake onelp, without 
which ſuch appointment it is greafly to be fearedſome would 
neuer doe it. — 

Queſt. And is this ſpirituall reſting from ſinne indeede ne- 


ceſſarie in euerie one that will as he is bounde ſanctifie the 


ſabaoth? 


Anſ. Surely it is euen ſo neteſſarie, as that without this 
all our other reſting, putting on our better apparell, going to 
the Church, hearing ſeruice, c. is nothing but euen abhozred 
of God and defeſted. This is a great matter if wee had grace 
foconſider of if, pet nothing but plaine and open Scripture. 
Foz what ſaith the Pꝛopbet Eſay? Bleſſed is the man that doth 
this, and the ſon of man which layeth holde on it, he that keepeth 
the ſabaoth & polluteth it nor, & kepeth his hands from doing any 
euill. See what it is to keepe our hands from dooing any euill, 
that is to ceaſe from ſinne and our owne wates. Againe the 
ſame P2phet in another place: If thou conſecrate the ſabaoth 
as glorious to the Lord, and ſhalt honour him, not dooing thine 

owne waies, nor ſeeking thine owne will, &c. And in his firſt 
Chapter alſo, I cannot ſuffer your new Moones, nor ſabaoths, nor 
ſole mne daies( it is iniquitie ) nor ſolemne aſſemblies my ſoule 
hateth them, &c. And why lo ? The reaſon followeth in the 
nert woꝛdes, For your handes are full of blood) that is, you ab- 
ſtaine not from ſinne, remaine ſill in auarice, deceit, crueltie, 
erfoztion, and ſuch like, which as long as pon doe, howſoeuer 
vou ſeeme to ſanctifie the Habaoth. J abbozre you and your do- 
ings. And then followeth notably a deſcription enen ot this ſpt- 
ritual reſt-Waſh you, make you cleane, take away the euil of your 
workes from before mine eyes, ceaſe to doe euill, leame to 
doe well, ſeeke iudgement, relecue the oppreſſed, iudge the 
fatherles, 
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fatherles, defend the widow, Sc. Manie other ſuch places are 


ere. 

Queſt. Now I pray you of the ſecond end and yic ofthe ſabaoth 
a litle alſo, | | | 

Anſ. That was and is, as hath beene ſaid in regarde of ſer- 
uants, and the bzute beaſtes, who are to haue mutuall coſt 
from their trauell, which yet ſome cruell vaſatiable wzetched 
miſers would hardly haue graunted, had not God inſtituted 
this day both foz man and beaſt to reſt. This that J ſay is eui- 
dent in the woꝛds of this law, and therefoze it needeth no fur · 
ther p2oofe. But let vs thus p2ofite by it. Firſt , it dooth won- 
derfully ſhew the goodnefle of God who neglecth nothing 
that he hath made, but carefally pꝛouideth foz the welfare e- 
ven ef bzute beaſtes. O faithleſſe hearts, if we can doubt the 
godnes of our God to vs, when wee heere befo2e vs fee his tare 
foz thoſe creatures whome he hath made vs Lozdes of. Se- 
condly, it well feacheth vs what nature, pietie , and charitie 
requireth at our handes touching our ſeruantes and Cattell. 
Nature ſaith : 

What wants his mutual reſt and eaſe ſtil toſt in paine andſtrife, 

Cannot continue long that courſe of labour, or of life. 

And therefoze nature hath appointed aſwell the one as the 
other foz her creatures, and willeth that ſenſcies beartes in vs 
ſhould not bꝛeake the (ame. Pietie willetb that ws ſhould let 
them ſerue God on this day aſwell as our ſelues, pea euen {@ 
that they doe it, Who are all one with vs in Chriſt, made of the 
ſame God, redeemed with the ſame price, ſubie ct to the ſame hell 
if they do not, &c. Charitie requireth that we ſhould haue a fe⸗ 
ling of the paines of our Seruants. Thankfulneſſe would ac- 
knowledge the mertie of God, in makeing me maſter and bim 
ſeruant, when he could haue done otherwiſe ik it had pleaſed 
bim. And to conclude, if this reſt we denie eyther to ſeruant 
oʒ tattell, wee ew there is no regard ol nature in vs, no pi⸗ 
etie,nocharitie,nothankfulneſſc to God foz our eſtate, but the 
contr aries of all theſe. J would to God men woulde carefall 
thinke of this, who vpon caery occaſion can finde in their hart 
to ſend hozſe and men, cart andcariagetoo and froonthe Lozys 
day molt wickedly. Aſaredly it will haue a ſmarting recom- 
pencs in the end. BY |

Anſ. Concerning the fozmer it hath bene (aid befoꝛe, that 


: therets required of vs this day a reſting from our p;oper la- 


bours in our calling, as your booke ſateth , ſo farre as they are 
hindzances to that ſanctifying of the Dabaoth, that is required 
of vs. For in it thou ſhalt do no manner of worke,&c. That is 
no manner of wozke that thoucanſt not doe. and attend allo 
to the exerciſes commanded foz the Dabaoth: as the artificer 
cannot wozke in his ſhop and goe to Church to pzay & beare, 
the counfrey mancannot both ſerue the Lo2de with his neigh- 
bours at home as he ought , e ſerue to his Chapmen bis ſolde 
co2ne in the weeke daies allo, cc. Therefoze from thelc wee 
muſt abſtaine. 

Now foz the ſecond thing, namely , the exerciſes bemaun- 
ded at our handes , manie they are, and hard of mee oz anie to 
bee epther named 02 eſpied, ſo large is the lawe of the Loꝛde. 
But as Jcan J will lay befoze you ſome of them. And firlt to 
beginne withall, fozaſmach as without ſknowlcdge of God 
there is no loue of God , without loue no faith, : witbout faith no 


ſaluation by Ood, thertoze it is a wozk oz exerciſe of theſaboth, 
a duet that we are Craitly bound vnto, in that day fo attend to

Onelp theſe J wich by name may mote duelie be 
thought of, that if the ſanctification of this daie conſiſt greatly 
in labouring to know the Lozde by the pꝛeaching of bis wozd 
how ſhall they ſafelie paſſe the curſe of God fo2 the bꝛeach here- 
of, who hath benummed ſoules,parched, padded, ſenſeleſſe, and

nation of mans heart is altogether euill from his childehoode. 
CUlonderfullbath the care of Heathens been therfoze in this re; 
ſpea, as partlie vou haue heard and might moſt largely baue 
bene laide further befo2e vou, if it were niedekull. An ancient 
ſaying it was and common amongſt them: Vi diu fadum 
olſuus hae limina tangant intra qua puer eſt, That is, Let neuer 
any . vnde cent to be ſaid or ſeene enter into the houſe where 
a childe is within, Cato the wiſe Counſeller of Rome, thzuſt 
Manliusfrom the Denate, becauſe on the day time his daugh- 
ter beeing by hee kiſſed his wife , Plutarch in bis booke of 
this matter ſingularly diſcourſeth of this cars , bowe great 
it ougbt to bee, and euer bath beeno in good men, and hee 
maketh a compariſon betwirt Coucation and other mat- 
ters which men much eſteeme, pzeſerring it beto2e them all! 
Natalium ſplendor , ((ateth be ) res ef} preciara , at bonum 4 ma- 
. ce. That is , Birth and Parentage is a nota- 
blething , but yet deſcending to vs from others, Riches are 
bighly regarded, pet ſodenlp taken from them that haue them, 
and gluen to them that looked not foz them, and euer common 
tothe bad alwel as to the good. Glozto is a thing in manseyes 
honozable, yet euer moſt variable. Beautie much wiſhed foz, 
vet not to bee kept any long time with all the wiſhes and 
wifedome in the wozlde. Dncly one thing, ſaieth hee there 
is, the bencfit wherof neuer fayletb,but with life, + that is the 
ſingular fruite of god bzinging vp. Lycurgus the Kyetozician, - 
when it was qbtected to him, that he waſted teo much vponthe 
teachers ofhis childzen, aunſwered moſt wiſely,that to a man 
that ein deede would vndertake to better his childzen to his de- 
ſire, he would not onely giue that wages, but euen the halke of 
all that ener bee pollelled. Such a care had this Heathen of 
that, which Chzillians pꝛokeſſing God, can be ſo carlefle p in 
1 theig 
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theſe dangerous and infectine daies. Ariſtotle could ſay, that 
loke howe much better it is to be well, than to be: ſo much 
mone bound are thoſe childzen to their parents, that receine by 
them good bzinging vp, than they which receins but their 
bart exiſtence inthe wozld. Another in Plutarch againe ſaieth 
veris pꝛetilp, that it de could, hee would get him to the top Se. 
of the higheſt hill that any where he might finde, and with all 
dis power, from whence hee might furtheſt be heard, trie out 
vpon the monſtrous madneſſs of thouſandsof Parents, that 
take ſuch intolerable and vnceſſant paines to leaue much vato 
their childzen „ and pet neuere any eare at all in compart- 
ſon, what manner of men o women they ſhall be, to whoms 
ſo much mult be left. As though that earthile pelfe either 
wyolly made a man, oz olſemult of neceſitio with woz1ivlis 
credits , continus bis poſteritis vpon earth , when want of 
bzinging by make th want ofknowledge any way, with cre- 
dite to vie the ſame, But what view J lo much the commendas« 
ble cars of Yeathons in this behalfe? Bans not Gods faithfull 
bin in this point as careful as they! Pes truely, manybaue, 
and in better 0zder agreat deale. Foz there being in this thing 
degrees and ſteps fobeobſerned , as firſt of piety , ſecondly of 
learning, thirdly of manners, and laſtly of the function 02 
calling : the childzen of God , many of them haue in this reel ⸗ 
led tho Peatben, that being generally as careful as they in all,

And i ante dead ma- 
giſtrate, as Paioz , 03 Sheriffe made not diligent ſearch foz 
them, they fozfeited foztie ſhillings : If the Cenflable were 
negligent. be loſt ſire ſhillings and eight pence .' In the lea; 
uent&enth veare ot Edward the fourth, they that hept dicing 
houſes were to haue thzee reares imp2zifonment and twen- 
tie poundes fine. Plaiers at dice in theſe honfes two 
yeares impzilonment and tenne poundes fine. In the cle- 
uenth yeare of Henry the ſeanenth dicers ſhould be openly ler 
in the Rockes by the ſpace of one whole day, and tte houſe 

keepers that ſaFored him to play,fo2feif a noble, and be bound 
to their good behaviour. Jn thethirtie td:ee yeare of Henry 
the eight, dieing hobſes fozfeited fo2tie ſhillings euerie ons 
time, and dicers fire ſhillings eight pence, and bound in retog · 
niſance neuer to play againe. And yet moze may vou ſes in 
Pultons abzidgement. Now it is wonderfall that not withſtan· 
ding all this, vo fo fowle a thing ſheulde ſeeme ſo faire, and 
dat a man ſdould not thinke himſelf vſed as a gentleman, os 
almoſt ag a man, vinte lle be may haue libcrtieintþis looſenes 
and 4 large reins to to great an euill.

pawnes, haue you neuer paſſedthe bonds of loue,or the limites of 
mercy in that reſpect ? Haue you neuer gone in to take what you 
could, but ſtood at thedoore to receiue what he might ſpare you? 
O chat our haſty hands, & hard hearts deſerued not the wrath which 
in trueth they doe in this one thing, Many a time do I greatly feare 
haue we little regarded the caſe ofthe party, whoſe pawn we tooke 
ſo we might be ſafe our ſelues from our feared loſſe.

Next 
Idleneſſe. let vs conſider what our heartes will ſay concerning idleneſſe, For 
8 it hath been prooued before, that what is not inioyned by the 
benefit of ſome lawefull labour, is but ſtolen and we haue no 
right to it. If then my heart aunſwer that I liue all of other mens 
labours, dooing nothing my ſelfe; I neyther gouerne with the 
ifres of minde the quiet peace of my countrie, neither yet with 
bodilie labour and true faithfull ſeruice ſecke to eate the meate 
of my maſter whome I ſerueʒ feele it, and ſee it, hate it, and ab- 
horre it; For ſuch life is looſeneſſe, ſuch a liuer is a robber, and 
wee ſhouldenot take any ſure comfort till wee haue chaunged ſo 
naughtie a courſe and altered quite ſo loath a life.

And would God the rage of our luſt were not ſomtime ſo 
vehement, as that miſſing to get what it greedihe ſecketh, it 
caſteth vs downe ſicke in our bed, or cauſeth vs to hurt him ho 
binde reth our wiſh, as we ſee fell out in Achab to Naboth his vine 
yarde. But of this hereafter more againe in the tenth com- 
mandement. For the tongue alas what ſhoulde ] ſay I will ne- 
ver bid you inquire whether you be guiltie or no, For whither 
ſhoulde a man flie in theſe dayes from flatterie or Where may wee 
live and nat light of falſe forgers ſeeking by filed phraſe to blecre 
the eyes of ſuch as leaſt ſuſpect them Rather looke in what mea- 
ſure you haue or doo ſinne in this behalfe. For / feare not to ſay 
you doo offend. And if your conſcience tell you your ſim is great, 
runne not headlong into hell without returne. Curſed is that 
tongue that flattereth any man in his ſinne for anie commoditie, 
or — cooleth ſuch heate as Gods ſpirit hath wrought to grace 
and good amendment. Well may Ireape a rewarde with him for 
feeding his humour, but as I liue J ſhall looſe my rewarde with 
God for ſtealing away his honour. Letthemioyne hereunto, whoſe 
calling is ſuch a true viewe of the drift and ſucceſſe of their pleas, 
whether they haue not oftenindeuored with theirtongues and of- 
ten alſo abtained by their ſpeach the wrongfull alienation of mens 
right from them to other men. And is not this a theft Might not 
he euen aſwell haue robbed bim with his hands, as to be a meanes 
by ſpeach of wrong perſwaſion that others doo it? But alas what 
words can I vſe or any man elſe this day aliue to make me feel, chat 
neyther golden gaine, nor any regarde to bee named hatioeuer 
ſhould make them ſpeake vntruely againſt the good eſtate of their 
brethrenin any caules?

this application, are we all cleare of that theſt of thefts committed 
in conueying of the Church liuings to ourowne vſe frem the that 
ought to haue them and doo the duetie for them, tothe diſhonour 
of God, the ruine ofthe Church, and the feareful caſting away of 
many a Soule into the pitte of hell for want of knowledge?

But naw this cammandement commeth 
neerer, and condemneth not onely that thought that is ſetled, 
and lacketh but oppoztunity to doe the deede,but tuen the very 
thinking alſoof any thingcontrary to the loue of God , oy 
Heighbour, though J doe neuer conſent to it, but ſnubbe it, mi 
lune it, and reiect if. Foz euen that baning of an euill thought 
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accompliſh in deede what we doe thinke, if we tan, and the o⸗ 
ther without conſent repulſed away when we awake and ſee 
it. The fozmer in the fozmer Commandements was foꝛbidden, 
and the latter in this. A ffrange doctrine in ſhewe no doubt to 
many that thiake this their thought is fre. But we muſt nat 
maruel, ſince euen the Apoſtle Paul himſelfe would neuer haue 
ſuſpeded any danger in concapiſcence, luſts, and deſires, if the 
Law had not ſaid, Thou ſhalt not luſt or deſire. Nap it 
very plainly in that plate (ſaith a godly man) that 
marueilous well of himſelfe befo2e he came to this Comman- 
dement. e toke himſelfe befoꝛe to be living, e in good liking 
towards God and godlines, vat when he had looked vpon tbts 
law and behcid himſelfe awhile in this part of the glaſſe,he ſaw 
himſelte plainly to be no body but a dead man ſolde vnto ſinnc. 
And therefoze a thouſand limes needfall, that the Loꝛd ſhould 
adde this Law to all the reſt, to humble vs thꝛoughlp, ſeeing ſo 
Tingular a man was not fully caſt downe befoze he had wel- 
led with the iuſtice of God in the ſame. Let vs therefoze thinke 


ol this thing that ſeemeth ſo little in our cies. Foz we beare Rom v 


what the Apoſtle ſaith, it is ſin to deſire, and we may ioine vnto 


it the wozvs of the Lo2d himlſelfe affirming plainelp, that the 


very imagination of mans heart is euill euen from his youth.

J dos tcuely weigh the partieulars that God reſtrai- 
neth our coueting it, and J lee them to be ſuch as moſt commons 
Ip, and moſt without checke, men ſuffer themlelues to be carri - 
ed away withall , As the houſe of my neighbour that is his in 
peritante, lands, and poſſeſſions, which we ſo greedily often be- 
holde and marke, wiſhing and willing them farre otherwiſe 
than a Chꝛiſtian hart ſhould. Me can flatter our ſelfe with our 
offering of money fo2 them, not remembꝛing that ſo did Achab 
fo, Naboths vineyard,and yet grieuoudly offended. Dur neigh- 
bours wife oz any other wines husband, God knowes the ſin· 
full thoughts they cauſe within vs. Foꝛ toueting the childe a- 
gainſt parents liking,and intifing away the ſeruantof another 
againſt their good,tbey be things wherein fewe of our hearts 
haue any feeling. And foz their cattell, with ſuch ſinfull eies we 
looke vpon them, that we euer thinke our neighbours bullocke 
path a fayzer vowꝛe, than our own hath,as the Poet ſpeaketh: 
and therfoze, wiſely in the naming of theſe particulars bath the 
Loꝛd taught vs whereincommonly our thoughts offende, and 


ſider the maracilous care and ſtrict regard, that eueryChailki- 
an man and woman ought to haue of their ſenſes, ſeeing all e- 
uill thoughts arc fozbidden. Foz it is the eye and the eare, that 
ſendeth in ſinne in ſtoꝛe into our harts, and neuer ſhal we haue 


the other. The heart will tonceiue wickedly if the eyes freely 
behold vanities. But checke the one and ye ſtay the other mar- 
ueilouſly. And no moze quench you the firsby withdzawing the 
wood, than aluredly pou ſtay the courſe of wicked a - 
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when pon watch and ward well douer vour ſenſes. 

Queſt. But I pray you what ſhall we thinke of 25 which 
ſeeme to be ſinſull and we cannot amend them? 

Anſ. Me mut conſider the cauſes of them, andthereby, as 
well as we can, growe to ſome right conceit ofour offending by 
them, and in them. Thecauſes are either inward oz outward, 
s of inward,either the minde it ſelfe oz the body. Foz offen doth 
the minde,the bodyſleeping, and the ſenſes reſting, remember 
thoſe things which it waking conceiued , and either deſired oz 
feared, Alſo the diners complerion and temperature of the bo- 
dy occaſioneth diners kindes of dꝛeames, whereby the Pbiliti- 
on will gueſſe the nature of the body, and tauſes of diſeaſe in 
the ſicke . Cholerick men will dꝛeame of fires and downefals. 
Pelancholicke men of monſtrous and hozrible things. The 
phlegmatike of waters and dul matters: And the ſanguine of 
pleaſant andcomfoztable caents, The outwardcauſes are alſs
